Gibraltar, i779<^ 
DearBROTHBRy 

I SHOULD think myfelf wanting ixi aiTeftion and 
gratitude did I not favour you with the particu- 
lars of every thing dqferving notice^ during the ap- 
proaching Siege; but my duty to my Sovereign, being 
moftly under arms, or with working parties, many 
matters of a trifling nature, probably may efcape my 
knowledge ; you will therefore not expe£t this Journal 
to be elaborately filled with trivial daily occurrences, 
but depend upon receiving a full account of every tranf- 
a£lion of a public nature ; fuch as the enemy's motions, 
firings, veflTelsengaged, taken, efcaped, failed, arrived, 
batteries ere£ted, dedroyed, isc. itc. 

A council of war. being held yefterday at the Cotf Sept. 12 
vtnt^ at which the field officer^ and naval commanders 
amfted, it was refolved unanimoufly to commence a 
•axmonade on the Spaniih works ^ and accordingly this

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1779. morning, (having pfevioufly withdrawn our advanced 
ScpL guards from Bay Side^ and Fdrbes^s) wc opened ou^ 
batteries on the enemy, beginning at Rock Guriy down 
to the Mole Head^ employing every piece of ordnance 
that could poffibly bear uppn them. An officer's lady^ 
mrhom curiofity had excited to ouf batteries, was en-» 
couraged to difcharge the firft gun j and having taken 3 
lighted matcb> (with an intrepidity not peculiar to tht 
fex) General iliott^ pronounced, in a true heroic dtle^ 
•< Britons ftrike horttej* and immediately every battery 
and angle bellowed. with rage, an^ vomited forth th€ 
snoft tremendous flames^ c

At the firft difcharge our (hot dropped (hort, ib tt)a( 
their advanced guards had time to efcape to their luies^ 
and their precipitate retreat almolt oecafioned a general 
laugh, ^to view the Dons tumbling one over anothct' 
as they fled from the fhowers of {hot. When the c- 
Hemy had reached their lines, we gave more ele^atiort 
to our guns, and Fort Barbara and St. Philippe receiv- 
ed a heavy cannonade, tfor were any part of the Sps- 
nifli lines neglefted. As I came up the ftreet, about 
two hours after, from Waterporf]* (having been the 
preceding day and night on duty at that poft) I could 
not but remark the timidity and fearful apprehenfiocY 
pi£tured in the countenance of the in:habhants, as they 
minutely expected a furious return from the enemy. 
The Jews and Jewcffcs exhibited the mod defcriptivd 
amazement, accompanied with fignificant ihrug^i and 
eyes raifed to the ikies ; with nimble (ieps, they took

our (hot, now found thejnfelves mofl inconveniently 
annoyed, as we often perceived that their guards and 
parties were thrown in diforder. 

A heavy and inc^flant fire all night. The enemy I3^H 
appeal to be in motion, and our etpe£iationa lead us 
to imagine, that, about noon, they will return the com- 
pliment. The fearful inhabitants, wbo iheltered at 
the fotithward, cannot be perfusided td return, but 
feem happy in their minds that they are out of tho* 
reach of the foe. *Twas obferved to day that their 
forts have received fome damage from our firings.

The enemy have not made a return. The uneafinefs 
of the people feems lefs predominant, and fome have 
ventured to return to their habitations in town. The 
foe appear tery bufy; they are encamped at the 
foot of Santa Ro^/^ to a great nuniber, with fome 
iquadrons of horfe ; ,they appear to be about i6,ocq 
men, including the Qatalan troops 1 they are beginning

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J 779. to carrw fafclnes and t ga^bions to their lines^ fo that 
Sept. itisbeyd^d difpute they mean to return the fire. When 
we firft received the account, (June 21ft) from Gen. 
Mendozaj commandant at Santa Roguef of the com- 
mencement of hoflilities between their Catholic and 
Britannic Majefties, it occafioned a general rumour 
in the garrifon; the Governor and principal officers 
aJTembled on the Grand Parade, and every tongue wa» 
employed in delivering their opinions. Our advanced 
guards and lines were rieinforced, and dietachments of 
the piquets fent to the weakeA places, as we concludedl 
that the enemy would endeavour to furprize the place. 

Hoflilities being thus commenced, General EHpttf 
with the advice of the naval commander, liTued let* 
ters of marque, to feveral privateers in this Port, wfaa 
immediately went out and captured fome fmall prises^ 
with wine, brandy, and other neceflaries, that proba« 
Uy may be much wanted; but, on the 26th of July, 
Admiral Pon Barcelloy with two line of battle (hips*, 
two frigates, onip xebec, and feveral galleys, anchored 
off Cabrita Pointy to keep the Port blockaded. Our 
cruizers were under the neceflitj^N^ returning to the 
bay, and are now laid up, as the enemy are ever watch- 
ful of their motions, and our force is too weak to oiFer 
an oppofition.

Admiral Barceih, 
with the flri£teft vigilance, watches the Gut, and (otxic ' 
of his cruizersare moftly ftretching from Ceuitt to Ca^ 
britta Pointy to guard the Offing. We have not receiv- 
ed any fupplies or intelligence, nor have we obferved 
a ihip, boat) or fettee^ from £afl or Weft, endeavour 
to make the Port. Every thing is getting at lb exor- 
bitant a price, that it is aimoft impofli^ie for a perfoa 
of moderate income to purchafe what is requifite for 
fuftenance.

and expedations, I fnatch a few moments to devote to 
your fcrvice. The period for the celebration pf im- 
mprul VICTORY or death, hourly awaits us, and 
the glories and pomp of battle, in folemn fteps ap- 
proach : martial honours excite to valour, and the 
confideratipn of Britain^ s caufe invigorates each bofom 
to repulfe the combined arms of imperiotis Gaulf and 
proud Iberi^^ which glitter and adora the Sfanlfb 
plams. 

Although the god war, with aiped grim. 
Exulting, ftrides around our ftubborn reck. 
And flaughter, with v^rocioiis jaws extended. 
Impatient waits to feize the fallen prey. 

This forenoon fignals were made at the Spamjh 
watch-towers of an enemy being to the eaftward— a

We fecrn to be another people—the 
very atmoiphere is changed-— no deprefiion of fpirits-^ 
every countenance is adorned with fatisfaftory fmiks-— 
a focial greeting of friends and acquaintances, with 
cverwhelaimg extacy, they accoft each other, *< Dear 
friend, all our wants will fhortly be fupplied.''

Ward; in a few minutes the ifthmus appeared an en* 
'tire blaae, and the refledUon of the light was fo great^ 
that a perfon might have peruied a book upon our bat* 
teries. Thus fuccefsful, the whole body gave three 
liuzzas, which confequently muft ienfibly aggravate 
and vex the foe. We kept up a hot cannonade from 
the garrifon, upon their two forts and Barrier'gatCf to 
cover our men, and prevent their fallying out. A rer 
giment of horfe appeared nes^r Fort Barbary^ but after 
they had made feveral feints to come on, they thought 
prudent to retire. The enemy fired upon the detach^ 
jgient with round and grape, but their^cannon, for want 
of being fufficiently dcpreffed, had not the defired eSe&, 
as mpft of the fhot flew over our people's lieads.

Gibraltar is in 36 degt^ees and ^ min. north la- 
titude, it pi-oje&s into the fea, and is in length near a 
league from north to fouth, in breadth irregular from 
half to 3 quarters of a mile, its head is frequently hid 
in the tiouds. The fummit of the rock is about 1400 
feet perpendicular above the fea. It is joined to the 
continent by a neck of Iqw and deep fand of the fame 
breadth as the rock itfelf, but which widens conlbler^ 
ably towards the Spanijh Ymts. This ifthmus is near 
a league in length ,and, with the oppofite coaft of Spatn^ 
forms a noble and fafe bay eight miles over. The hill is 
of fuch an irregular form, that when you are near it ' 

you cannot view the whole from any one part. Its 

head 
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1 782. liead clearly faces the Eaft, from thtncc to. the M66rijh^ 
Jan. I. Ca/iU it fronts the North, forward as far as the StgnaU 
tloufcy the North-wcft, it then take^ a tarn and conti- 
hues to Europa Point due SbutU.

is probable that this month will be the grand decifion 
of the combat, and we heartily wifli it, as we are almoft 
worn out with conftant toils, haraffing expedlations, 
and a fevere cannonade. 

The enemy have brought feveral fire-fhips out of 
the rivers ; th^ iSoating bs^tteri^s have a very ugly and

Arrived a frigate, under French colours, from the 
wcftward at '^/^fl^irf /— — FovM" gun- boats fired at her, 

apprehending (he was an enemy, untA flje difplayed ,her 

colours. 

The enemy have taken out the marts of four of the 
batteries, and replaced them with others much fmaJkr ; 

the two that were rigging have bent their faib We 

imagine they will Ihprtly all of tbem be ready. 

During the courfe of laft night, the enemy crefted' 
a work compofed of fand bags^ extending obliquely 

from 
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^rbm the eaflern fiiore, towards the centre of the Sp^ . 
nip lines. It is compoted from 'iXi length and height, 
and having fo (hort a fpace of time to complete it in, 
only about fix hobrs darknefs, that there was not

leaftddubt but the etiemy mtend it for a battery. 

The enemy have hauled out one of their floating jytk 
batteries, being perfeftly 'finifhed ; ihe has a very auk- 
ward and furprifing appearance, and lies very low in 
the water.-i— They are very attentive in equipping the 
others. Wind W. arrived a cutter from the weftward, 
and faluted the Admiral with eleven guns, which he re- 
turned with three.

upon which the (hipping immediately drefled, and the 
Adimral gave a falute of twenty-one guns — the other 
fhippiog alfo fired, and the gun-boats each of thetti 
difcharged their ordnance, A frigate got under weigh 
from JlgaziraSy and under a gentle fail went to meet 
the barges, which, when (he had come half way, fee 
gave a (alute of twenty-one guns ; the gun-boats fired 
aitcrnatcly, until the barges got to Algaziras, when a- 
nother royal falute was given.

to her, and foon afterwards returned.; — The boat kepe 
very clofe in with* the fhore, making a furvey of the 
works, when the Repulfe^ (an advanced gun-boat) fired 
a ftiot as a caution for her to keep her proper diflance.— ^ 
Soon after Captain Vallotin returned to the flag of truce, 
which brought a handfome prefent of fruit and game 
for the Governor, from Count de Artois^ whofe arrival 
in the Spanijh camp occafioned yefterday's rejoicing;—

pedition. The day of trial is very near at hand, I hope

Between nine and ten o'clock this evening, the ene- 1 1 th« 
oiy advanced to Bay^Jide, and fee fire to the pallifadoes 
at that place, which burnt very freely for fome timie/ 
when one of them again advanced, obferving it rather^ 
decaying, and put frefh fire to thofe that were not 
CQnfumed, notwithftanding the guards in the lines and

The floating bat- 
teries at the Orange Grwe have been taking in fiores^ 
&c* ycfterday and to-*day« The other two have alio 
arrived there. 

Several boats have been brought out of the rivers to 
the OrAHgc-Cmve ; fome of them feem to have a kind 
of a cover, which we fuppole is to fhelter them from 
our muiquetry, when they come near the ihorc. The 
wind being wefterly, we iha.ll expedl the junk ihipt to 
embrace this opportuni^* The enemy h^ve erefted ' 
fiandl or booths around the fiiore, lined with crimfon 
or fcarlet, where the nobles and grandees will take their 
feau.

When they came on at nine o'clock 
tbia morning, they proceeded fucccifively to their dif« 
ferent ftationg^ and as they moored began to fire with 
Ihe utmoft TiTa^ity \ at the fame time we began a dif* 
charge of cold fhot upon them» but to ou^ greAt lifto* 
niihment we found they rebounded from their fidea and 
roola^ even a thirteen inch iheU would not penetrate 
one ! however, we Urcre not much diflieartened, altho^ 
Mre had feveral killed, but with ail pofTible fpeed we 
kindled fires iti our furnacesi and put in ouf pills o£ 
thirty, two pound weight to rbafl. If you i^ould haVt 
peeped over the rock, aud Yiewed our fcreral employs, 
you could not have forbore fmiling ; fome ftationed \m 
Work- the guns like Ethiopiatts black by rubbing their 
faces with their hands dirtied with powder*^

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1782. of Vulcan were blowing and fweating, while others 
S^pt. were allotted to carry the blazing balls, on an iron 
ioftrument made for that purpofe, but as the£e did not 
afford a fufBcient fupply for the batteries, wheel* barrows- 
were procured, fiU'd with fand, and half a dozen fhot 
thrown into each. The fire was returned on our part 
without intermiflion, and equally maintained by the 
foe, but the continual difcharge of red hot balls, kept 
up by u»^ was fuch, as rendered all the precautions 
taken by the enemy in the conftruftion of thtjlotantees 
of no effe£l, for the balls lodging in their fides, in 
length of time, fpread the fire throughout — This wc 
found to be the cafe repeatedly during the day, though 
|he foe frequently kept it under, but a continuance of 
the fame inconvenience, rendered it impoffible at laft to 
work their guns. Juft at the clofe of day-light, we 
pbferved one of the largeft to be on fire in feveral places, 
jindfoon after another in the fame condition. This

gave the troops additional courage, and the fire was 
rAloubled upo«i the remaining eight. The Spanijh land

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JJhort Hiftory W Defcription of GIBRALTAR. 

THE firft name by which this mountain was known 
was that of Mons CalpCy and it continued to be 
fo called till the incurfions of the Arabs in the year 
713. It is not my intention to explore the dark hif- 
tory cff this famous rock ; it is buried in dbfcurity, or 
involved in doubt. Hiftorians^fay, that' it was poiTeiT- 
cd by the Scythians at the firft fettlement of that coun- 
try. When the all- conquering Romans reduced Iberia^ 
this mountain afforded a temporary afylum • to the 
Bctticans \ but. their rcfiftance was vain^ and z Ro* 
man fettlement was made to the weft of Calpe^ which 
bore the name of Julia TrqduEfa. The Carthiginians 
feizcd on all Bceticoy but it was recovered by Lucius 
Licinius LuculluSy and Caipe remained in the poffefBon 
of the /?<?w/j«/ until they were ultimately driven out of 
.all Spain by the Wejlrogoths in 568. A domeftic quar- 
rel introduced the Arabs into Spain in the year 7I3« 
The mountain then obtained the name oi yibalToH^f 
or lariJCs Mountain^ Tarih being the chief under whoia 
the incurfion was made ; this is declared to be tbeori*^ 
gin of the name which by corruption of found a^d^r^ 
thography, is now Gibraltar.

This inveft- 
ment was attended with uncommon circumftances of 
hardfhip, both to the befieged and bcfiegcrs : The lat- 
ter were blocked up in" the neck of Gibraltar by the 
king of Grenada and Abamelique, who marched with 
an army to the relief of the garrifon.

Their anceftorj Mt v^/w(, 
came oyer with William the Conqueror, and held, a 
diftinguifhed rank in his army.

He was accordingly entered as 
a volunteer in that r'egimcnt,and continued fora twelve 
month or more* At this time he gave a promife of 
bis future military talents^ and (hewed that hewasaC 
leaft a foldier au coeur. From the 23d he went into 
the engineer corps at Woolwich, and made great pro^ 
grefs in that (ludy, until his uncle, Colonel Eliott^ 
brought him in as Adjutant of the fecond troo^ of horfe 
grenadiers. -In this fituation he condu£^ed himfelf with 
the mod exemplary attention, and laid the foundation 
of that difcipline which has rendered thofc two troops

▼erian bodyguards, and the mulketeers of France not 
excepted. With thefe troops he went upon fcrvicc to 
Germany in the war before laft, and was with them 
in a variety of aftions.

Our readers will pardon us for the recital of a fboct

He was particularly eminent among the 
C9n(|uerors of the Havannah^ fpr his difinterefted pro* 
^edurci and for checking the horrors of indi(crimiiiate^ 
plunder. ^ To bimi therefore, appeals were moft fre* 
c^oently made. A Frenchman, who had fuffered great* 
}| l^y the dejpredations of the foldieryi made appUt:^ 
^9^, tp bim,.and begged^ in bad £ng!iiby that be wooht 
interfere jto have his property reftored. The petitioo* 
cr's wife, who was prefent, a woman of great fpinit, 
^as, angry at the huibapd for his interceffion, and faidf,

homme x^ui vient vous deppuillex i N'^n efperez pas.'* .. 
The husband perfifting in his applicat^on^bis wife gMW-r

it the .tim^^ turned to the woman, and fa^i, (mi^ug^-

Oftthe peace, his gallant regiment was reviewed 
by bis Majtrfty in Hyde-park — when they prcfcnted to 
the King the (tandards which they had taken from the 
enemy. TheKing,gratified with their high ch^afleri 
' diked Gen. Eliott, what m^rk of his favour he couM 
beftow on his regiment equ^l to their merits. He an* 
fwered, that his regiment would be proud if hi« JlVIst- 
jefty {hould think^that^by their Cervices^ they we r.6 en- 
titled to the diilin£lion of Royals, It was accordingly 
made a Royal Regiment, with this flattering ' title^ 
the t5^/r, ^r Ki NG / Royal Regiment of Light Dragoons* 
At the fame rimc,thc King cxpreffcd a dcfire to confer 
at mark of his favour on the brave General \ but he de<- 
dared,that the honour and fixtisfa£);ion of hisMajefiy^s 

approbation of his fervices was his heft reward.

During the peace he was not idle. His great talents 
in the curious branches of the military art, gave him 
ample employment} and in the year 1775, he was 
appointed to fuccced Gen^ A'Court as commander in 

, Chief 
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Cluef of thtft^cs in Irehmd. But beditl not continue 
loBg in this &ition ; Aot ev<n tong eaough to ui^Mck 
-sdi- fais tmnkfi; for finding that interferences were, 
nade bypetty authority derogatory to bis own, he re- 

' fifted Uie pradiee with becoming fptrit ; and not cha^ 
fia^ to diftiirb the government of tbe lifter-ldngdon], 
on a matter perfonal to himfelf, be Iblicited to be re- 

^^caUed, and accordingly was fo, when he was appoint* 

t' nl to the coamaiul of CHrdllar, in a fortunate hour 
for the fafety of that imporuat fortrcfs. The fyflem 
of bis life, as well at lus education, peculiarly quali. 
ficd Tiim for bis tmft. He is, perhaps, the moft ab* 
flea^ous man of the age. His Eood is vegetables, and 
ha drink water. He neither indulges himfelf in ani- 
xaal food oor wine. He never lleeps more than four 
heart at a tiaie ; fo that he is up later and earlier thaa 
tae£t other men. He has fo inured himfelf to habiu of 
Itanfinefs, tbat'the things which are difficult and pain- 
M'D> othel- men, we to him his dat^ pra&ice, and are 
reAdered plcafant by ufe. Itcouldnstbeeafytoftuve 
Ibdt K man into a fiirrender, nor afy to furpiife him. 
His wants' are eafily fupplied, and hi vvratchfulnefs be- 
yond precedent. The exaaqile of nft Corannnder ia 
-Chief in a befieged gaciilba, has a moft perfualive effi> 

' tacy iA ftirmtng the manners of the ibldiery. I^ke 
him, his brave fbllower»caiiie to regulate their Uve» by 
the nod ftrid rules of diftipbne before there arole a 
iieceflity for fo doing; andlevere exercile, with Ihort 
diet, became habitual to them by their own chdice. 

' The military fyltem of difcipfine which he introduced, 

and the preparauo|is be made for his deftftce, were

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contrived with fo much judgment^ and eKectttild witli 
ib much addr^ fs| that he has becii aUle, with a bandfoi 
of men> to preferve bis poft agatnl^ an attack, the €0]v>

fufficier t to exhauft any fet of men. CoUe^ed mthin 

liittifelf, be has in BO inftance deftroyed,.fay premature 

attacks^ the labour which would coft the enemy time^ 

patience, smd expence to compleat ; be kis never fjxnit 

his amiDVinition in uielefs parade, or in BnimpoFt&nt 

attacks. He has never relax<?d from bis difdphne \iff 

the appearance of fecurtty, nor hazarded the lives oF 

Ids garrifon by wild experiments. By a cool and tern* 

perate demeanour he mfttntaifked his ftation for frar 

years of conftant inveftniient, in which all the powers 

of Spain were employed. All the eyes of Europe haw^ 

been on his garrifpn, and his condud bas jufltly exalte 

ed him to a moft elevated place in the militaiy annals 

of the prefcnt day. 

The General nKrrried a fifter of the preftnt 1^. 
Francis Dr^he, and by her has had a fon and a daiigli^ 
ter« The fon is now Lieut. CoK c^ the 6th (or lb* 
niflcilling) regiment of dragoons, and the daug^er IB- 
married to Mr Fmer, of B^^ly Pank, in Suffhx. His 
lady died about fourteen years ago, and her loft tke^ 
General has not yet ceafed^ to lameat« The Gonesat
